The Territorial Tax 


The hoard|of equalization completed its work 


of equalizing taxes last evening, and" the result 
is far more satisfactory than had been antici- 
pated by the most sanguine believers in the 
promising condition of Dakota andfher financial 
safety. Notwithstanding the fact that appro- 
priations were made for (he construction of 
large public buildings throughout the territory 
during the last, session of the legislature, the 
general tax levy is one-fifth of a mill less this 
year than it was last. This is accounted for by 
the vast.and rapid increase of settlement and 
the consequent increase of taxable properly. 
The assessed valuation of the territory as re- 
turned, with the exception of a few counties 
which have not yet re ported, is about $70,000,000. 
The assessment mads is 3 1-19 mills for general 
purposes, and 3-10 of a mill for the payment of 
interest on the outstanding bonds. Last ysar 
thetaxforgeneraljpurposes was 3% mills, and 
2-10 of a mill for interest on securities. This 
wiU show a decrease of 2-10 or one-fifth of a- 
mill in the levy, with the small public debt of 
$394,000, and at the end of the year the territory 
will have! ten magnificent public buildings.

One hundred ana sixty acres have 
here been reserved for statx purposes, 
acres of which will be nsi id for the 
building grounds, and the remainder for park 
purposes. My guide was land office commis- 
sioner Rea, who is intelligent on all questions 
relating to the capital. The building iteelf is 
under contract, and will be rushed up this fall 
so as to have it ucder roof ' >y the first iif Jan- 
nary.

building by night and day, i ising the calcium or 
electric light in the night til le. 


A numb»r of graves near t he site of the Capi- 


tol were pointed out aa thos e who had "died 
with their boots on." They were the gamblers 
and desperadoes who located in Bismaick be- 
fore the reign of law and ore er, arid who settled 
their differences according t« > the code of Ken- 
tuckyjand Mississippi. Th« shot gun, ajnd re- 
volver and bowie knife settled their business, 
and now they are-as peaceful and quiet as the 
most moral of citizens could1 wish. 


The view from these grounds is magnificent. 


A vast plateau, rising grad lally, stretches in- 
definitely away to the ea it and wset), while 
south is a fifty-mile stretc h of the wide and 
wandering Missouri, and np md down, with a 
range of bluffs and hills b iyond, terminating 
in the Harte Bnttes, a mot ntain with some- 
thing of the conical shape of Vesuvius. Along 
theMiesonri bottoms is a sti nggling fringe of 
forest, in which the univerea . cotton-wood min- 
gles with the box-elder, the ish and the oak. 


The bluffs in some places are covered with 


low timber which it w°re I ase flattery to call 
forest. The general impression is thatofavajt 
treeless region, coveted with buffalo grass and 
wild sage. 


Returning to the city, Where refreshments 


were offered with profuse aid hearty j hospital- 
ity, another ride was proposed to the bluffs 
overlooking the Missouri and the great railroad 
iron bridge of the North Pa :ific spanning tbe 
river. This time it was m; ? good fortune to 
ride in the carnage of Dr. i entley, a resident 
practitioner of Bismarck, whoEe professional 
business seems to be attend! ig to the natural 
increase of population, m a 1 tud where few die 
and none resign; and a rem irkably lively time 
he has of it.

The sun was -just setting as we reached the 


bluff, commanding a magnificent view of the 
valley of the Missouri, whose serpentine courses 
could be traced like a thread of silver through 
the darkening landscape for; i distance of forty 
miles, above the bridge. 


Opposite, on the bluff is fort Lincoln; the 


cavalr, and infantry barrack i still occupied and 
visible from our stand-point, 
It is memorable 


as the point from which Gen ;ral Custer started 
on his last and fatal expedition. Oddly enough 
as we were talking of this we discovered a small 
Indian encampment close by, and drove up to it. 


Two squaws were engaged ibout the tepee in 


preparing supper, an Indian man was picketing 
their rather lean ponies, while the other was en- 
tertaining visitors. He had i,n exceedingly in- 
telligent face, and proved to be Black Fox, one 
of Ouster's must, valuable and trusted scouts. 
These Indians were represent atives of wb,at re- 
mains of the Ree tribe. 


The return to town wa%a i apid drive, without 


regard to roads, as in thisbl« ssed country it is 
safe to drive every and anyw lere with a perfect 
looseness, and the devil ti ke the hindmost. 
But the twilight lingered, golden and beautiful, 
long after ths sun had set. 


Tnere were more refreshi icnts, repeated as 


often as Dcestick's beer at lliagara; and amid 
mirth and gayety, the poppii g of corks and the 
thick curling smoke of tobaico, resolutions of 
thanks were unanimously v< ited to the citizens 
of Bismarck for their unbounded hospitality, 
and to Mayor Raymond, of Bismarck, and Col. 
MiKenzie, the DOES commr-sioner in locating the 
capital, for their unwearied attention to ihe ex- 
cursionists. 
There were brief speeches and 


'hearty cheers, amid which the return to tbe cars 
were ordered, and we resumed our way, visiting 
Mandan, on the opposite siue of the river, a 
town but three years old, but With a hotel with 
all the metropolitan facilities, and crowded to 
overflowing all the time. 
U landau is a rapidly 


growing town, with a good commercial future. 


The wheat and oats about Bismarck were be- 


ing harvested. 
Ihe seasoii, owing to greater 


dryness and warmer soil, i s about two weeks 
earlier than in the Bed Bivei country. Wheat 
grows splendidly, and of the best quality, and 
as for barley, the region between the two great 
rivers could grow enough to supply the brew- 
eries of the world. Burleigb county, of which 
Bismarck is the county seat, bore off the prize 
as the banner wheat county of the northwest at 
the exposition in Minneapolis last year. , 


Woodless as the country iff, it is exceedingly 


fortunate that considerable seams of lignite coal 
are found in the bluffs opposite Bismarck. It 
solves the question of fuel for this section 
Mixed with Iowa coal it is extensively used on 
tbe locomotives of the North Pacific. 


It is the opinion of the best informed that 


tfcere will be no political division 'of the terri 
tory. Bismarck is within sixty-five miles of the 
geographical center of the 'territory, and now 
that the capital question is settled, it is believed 
southern Dakota will subside and accept union 
as the manifest destiny of a territory whose in- 
terests are identical.

The Presidential Tour. 


A telegram from tort Washakie to tbe Pioneer 


Press announce* that the presidential party left 
camp on the Sweet water at 7 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. The first run was made to' Little Pa- 
popagia, thirty-one miles over a rocky road with 
steep grades. From this point, another distance 
of thirty-one mile4 was made fo Fort Washakie, 
over a rolling road. The party arrived at Wash- 
akie Tuesday afternoon, a distance of 157 miles 
from Green river. 
There was only one change 


of relays, which occurred at Papuoagia. There 
are some 2,500 Indians on the Shoshone reserva- 
tion, the last ot the AVapahoes and Shoshones, 
and pr|pr to the arnval of the president and 
party all civilians were ordered off the reserva- 
tion. All stage roaches were stopped at a line 
eight miles distant from Washakie, the trader^ 
put off, and only United States mails permitteor 
entrance, while the stage driver's are under con- 
stant surveillance. A line of Indian scouts has 
been run around the fort, camp and outpoits^ 
with orders to arrest all parties without a pass 
f i om General bberidan, and put them off the 
reservation. In case of a second offense civil- 
ians will be jailed. Thu government depot hu 
orders to sell no food to parties without a pass, 
and the hotel is ordered closed to outsiders. The 
telegraph.has been seined, the Western Union 
operators pat under constant watch, and all dis- 
patches are to be inspected by government offi- 
cials. There is great secrecy,the ultimate motive 
of which is yet 10 be developed. The party will 
occupy some time in looking over the park, 
when they will proceed homeward over th« 
North Pacific road, and arrangements are being 
made to have thejuesident stop in Bismarck to 
lay the corner stone of the capital. If this can 
be done an imposing ceremony will take place, 
and the day will be one of celebration and enjoy- 
ment in Dakota's capital city.

Huron {Times: The commissioner of the gen- 


eral land office has issued a circular to registers 
and receivers explaining the provisions of the 
act of.the last session of congress in relation to 
fees for reducing testimony to writing. In com- 
puting the iees for reducing testimony, to writ- 
ing the words actually written by registers and 
receivers or pel sons in their employ oiply must 
be charged for at rates allowed by paragraphs 10, 
11, and 12, of Sec. 2238, revised statutes, and no 
charge is to bo made for the printed wordp. 
There can beno uniform fee a specified sum ap- 
plicable to every case of the same class of en- 
tries. The commissioner prescribes the follow- 
ing fees: 
, 


For a diagram showing entries only, $1; for a 


township plat showing entries, names of claim- 
ants, character of entry, S3>2; for a township plat 
showing entries, names of claimants, character 
of entry and number, $3; for a township plat 
showing entries, names of applicants, character 
of entry, number and date of filing or entty, 
together with topography, etc., $4. Tne register 
and receiver shall ba entitled to the same fees 
for examining and approving testimony given 
before the judge or clerk of a court in final 
homesteads as are now allowed by law for tak- 
ing the pame. Registers of land offices have no 
right, officially to receive any moneys whatever, 
except such a? reported by the receivers as 
salary, fees and commission, and the £ee of $1 
they are especially entitled to receive for giving 
notice of the calculation of pre-emptions, home 
steads and timber culture entries nnder the act 
of May 14, 1880.. Jk.ll moneys received for serv- 
ices rendered by either registers or receivers 
nnder the act of Much 3, 1883 are to be psid to 
the receiver, who vi ill pay the register his por- 
tion thereof. Sho ild any money ba forwarded 
to the register, or paid to him, ho will ai once 
pay over the same to the receiver, aiid when 
pat-ties address tfae register as to the cost of any 
services required he will refer ths matter to the 
receiver.

A vast plateau, rising gracnally, stretches in- 
definitely away to the east and wset, while 
south is a fifty-mile stretch of tbe wide ana 
wandering Missouri, and up and down, with a 
range of bluffs anc hills beyond, terminating 
in tbe Harte Bnttes, a mountain with some- 
thing of the conical shape o'- Vesuvius. Along 
theMissonri bottoms is a struggling fringe of 
forest, in which the univena. cotton-wood min- 
gles with the box-elder, the ash and the oak. 


The bluffs in some places are covered with 


low timber which it w°re base flattery to call 
f or* st. The general impression is that of a vast 
treeless region, covered with buffalo grass and 
wild sage. 


Returning to the city, where refreshments 


were offered with profuse and hearty hospital- 
ity, another ride was proposed to the bluffs 
overlooking the Missouri and the grea- railroad 
iron bridge of the North Pacific spanning tbe 
river. This time it was my good fortune to 
ride in the carnage of Dr. Jbentley, a resident 
practitioner of BismarcK, whose professional 
business seems to be attending to the natural 
increase of population, in a laud where few die 
and none resign; and a rein irkab_y lively time 
he has of it. 


Tbe sun was just Betting as we reached the 


jluff, commanding a magmficeiit view of the 
valley of the Missouri, whose terpentine courses 
could be traced like a thread of silver through 
tbe darkening landscape for a distance of forty 
miles abuve the bridge. 
Opposite, on the bluff is -fort Lincoln; the 


cavalr, and infantry barracks still occupied and 
visible from < ur stand-point. It is memorable 
as the point from which General Custer started 
on his last and fatal expedition,. Oddly enough 
as we were talking of this we discovered a small 
Indian encampment close byj and drove up to it. 


Two squaws were engaged about the tepee in 


preparing supper, an Indian man was picketing 
their rather lean ponies, while the other was en- 
tertaining visitors. He had an exceedingly in- 
telligent face, anc proved to be Black Fox, one 
of Ouster's most valua ale ana trusted scouts. 
These Indians were representatives of what re- 
mains of the Kee tribe.

All stage coaches were stopped at a line 
eight miles distant from Washakie, the traders 
put off, anc only United States mails permitted 
entrance,wjile the stage driver's are under con- 
stant surveillance. A line of Indian scouts has 
been run around the fort, camp and outposts, 
with orders to arrest all parties without a^ pass 
fiom General Sheridan, and put them off the 
reservation. In case of a second offense civil- 
ians will be jailed. The government depot has- 
order.-* to sell no food to parties without a pass, 
anc the hotel ia ordered closed to outsiders. r_"he 
telegraph has been seized, the Western Union 
operators pat uncer constant watch, and all dis- 
patches are to be inspectec oy government offi- 
cials. There is great secrecy,the ultimate motive 
of which is yet to be cevcloped. The party wil. 
occupy some time in looking over the park, 
when they will proceed homewarc over the 
North Pacific road, anc arrangements are being 
made to have the^president stop in Bismarck to 
lay the corner stone of the capitol. If this can 
be done an imposing ceremony will take place, 
ana the day will be one of celebration and enjoy- 
ment in Dakota's capita, city.

Huron 'Jimes: The commissioner of the gen- 


eral lane, office has issued a circular to registers 
and receivers explaining the provisions of the 
act of.the last session of congress in relation to 
fees for reducing testimony to writing. In com- 
puting the lees for reducing testimony to writ* 
ing the words actually written by registers and 
receivers or pel .sons in their employ only must 
be charged for at rates allowed by paragraphs 10, 
11, and 12, of Sec. 2238, revised statutes, and no 
charge is to be made for the printec wordp. 
There can be no uniform fee a specified sum ac- 
plicable to every case of the same class of en- 
tries. The rommibSioner prescribes the follow- 
ing fees: 


Jar a diagram showing entries only, $1; for a 


township plat showing entries, names of claim- 
ants, character of entry, 82; for a township plat 
showing entries, names of claimants, character 
of entry and number, S3; for a township plat 
showing entries, names of applicants, character 
of entry, number and date of filing or entry, 
together with topography, etc., S4. 
The register 


and receiver shall 33 entitled to the same fees 
for examining and approving testimony given 
before the judge or clerk of a court in final 
homesteads as are now allowed by law for tak- 
ing the earne. Regiatera of land offices have no 
right, officially to receive any moneys whatever, 
except such a? reported by the receivers as 
salary, fees and commission, and the te? of 81 
they are especially entitled to receive tor giving 
notice of the calculation of pre-emptions, home 
steads and timber culture entries under the act 
of Kav 14,1880. All moneys received for serv- 
ices rendered by either registers »r receivers 
under the act of March 3, 1883 are to be paid to 
the receiver, who will pay the register his por- 
tion thereof. Should any monej ba forwarded 
to the register, or paid to him, ho will au once 
pay over the same to the receiver, aiid when 
parties address the register as to the cost of any 
services required he will refer the matter to the 
receiver. 


Prior to M<m,h 1-ist all fees were reporteJ and 


accounted for by receivers. 
The effect of the 


change will be to give officers that were maxi- 
mum a good deal more compensation than they 
were receiving before, while it will not benefit 
officers taat were not maximum, for the reason 
that officers were maximum before they s;ot 
$3,COO, and now they wul get fees in exce s of 
this. On the other hand, officers not maximum 
will get direct from the parties paying the same 
fees they formerly reported and received by the 
treasury.

those of Dakota, the fees of local officers will be 
considerably increased.
